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NO AMNESTY FOR DEFAULTERS 
IN ARMY SERVICE. 


Policy of Government to Prosecute 
Offenders is in Full Effect. 


Ottawa, Dec. 7—Hon. Arthur 
Meighen referred this morning to 


various communications that have 
reached the department with regard 
to the prosecution of military de- 
faulters. The acting minister of 
justice states that while fortunately 
the suspension of hostilities conse- 
quent upon. the armistice, which has 
been arranged with a view to the 
submission to the enemy of termg of 
permanent peace, dispenses with the 
necessity of further drafts under the 
military service act, and consequent- 
ly leadg to the restriction of tne act- 
ivities of the military police, there is 
no amnesty in respect of offenses 
committed against the act or regula: 
tions, and the policy of the govern- 
ment to prosecute these offenders 
rigorously remains steadfast and in 
full force. 

The law will to the utmost prac- 
tical extent be enforced as against 
defaulters belonging to class 1, both 
those who failed to register under 
the proclamation of October 13, 1917, 
and those who having registered, 
failed’ to report in compliance with 
orders. These men arg subject to 
severe penalties which may be ad- 
judged by the civil or military tri. 
bunals, and instructions have been 
issued to the Dominion police to ap- 
prehend and prosecute all such of- 
fenders. é 

Moreover, employers and_ others 
should bear in mind that the regula- 


tions prohibiting the employment, 
harboring or assisting defaulters, 
deserters, and absentees without 


leave, remains. in full effect, and will 
be enforced.

“T think,” continued Mr. Balfour, “a 
league of nationg a vital necessity 
in this war to produce all the good 
we expect to come out of it. The 
United States would have to bear a 
large share in the work involved. It 
should be something more than a 
mere instrument to prevent war. The 
world is more complicated than we 
are inclined to think. It would be 
folly to imagine it possible to con- 
stitute a world with states endowed 
with equal rights and powers. 

“But I wish to say emphatically, 
in my opinion to devise in concord 
workable machinery for them is one 
of the highest functions the confer- 
ence can deal with.” 

Referring to President Wilson's 
phrase, “make the whole world safe 
for democracy," Mr. Balfour said: 

“I do not think the world can be 
made safe for democracy merely by

Prices for Hotel Rooms and Meals 
Doubled and Trebled. 


Paris, Dec. 5.—Paris is filled to 
overflowing. Prices of all hotel 
rooms, following the requisitioning 
of twenty-five hotels for peace con- 


trebled and are still going up. Food 
‘in restaurants and prices generally 
are similarly mounting. 
“ A breakfast of coffee, byead and 
butter continues to cost between $1 
and $1.50 at hotels. It is virtually 
impossible to lunch or dine for less 
than three or four dollars for a 
simple meal. People arriving in the 
city frequently go to fifteen or 
twenty hotels before they secure 
rooms, for which the owners demand 
large sums and refuse to lower their 
rates, saying they can get the price. 
The city is becoming more crowded 
daily. In. addition to all the other 
arrivals, officers and men of all the 
armies are coming to Paris on leave 
in considerable numbers. Some- 
times as many as twenty cfficors will 
stand for an hour in front of hotel 
offices waiting for somebody to leave

TWELVE PLANES OF NEW TYPE 
WERE TO DROP TONS OF “TNT.” 


New York, Dec. 5.—Berlin was to 
have been bombed by a squadron of 
eight to twelve super Hanley-Page 
and DeHaviland-10 planes, on the 
night of November 11, the date of the 
signing of the armistice, according 
to a number of American aviators 
who returned yesterday on the trans- 
port Lapland. - 

Forty fliers of the new and power- 
ful force had been preparing for 
weeks at Ford Junction, Sussex, on 
the English Channel, to attack the 
German capital by means of bombing 
machines, which had never been used 
at the front but which had been put 
to the severest tests. Highteen of 
the aviators are home and the re- 
mainder are still in England. All of 
them had been trained in this coun- 
try for the particular purpose of at- 
tacking German cities, before going 
abroad. Each man had received, it

London, Dec. 5.—The work of the 
British navy during. the ~ war was 
lauded by. Sir Eric Geddes, first lord 
of:the admiralty, in his address open- 
ing. the “sea — power” exhibition of 
‘pictures and relics in London today. 

The sea power of the’British navy 
from the very outbreak of the war, 
he declared, held all the fleets of the 
world in‘a silent grip, crushed the 
life out of the enemy countries, and 
assured the freedom of the world by 
its efforts. 

‘PROVISIONED ALLIES. 

Sir Eric pointed out that it was the 
assistance of the navy which had en- 
abled coal, food and munitiong to be 
sent to Italy and France, while Great 
Britain’s.own munitions for the west- 
ern front had been carried on the 
back of the navy. It was the navy 
which had enabled the -British expe- 
ditionary forces to be conveyed to 
France, in which operations more 
than 16,000,000 men, all told, had 
been convoyed, with a- total loss 
from all causes of lesg than 5,000 
men. It was the navy, he continued, 
which enabled the operations to be 
carried on in Mesopotamia, Mace- 
donia, and Palestine, and which had 
brought about a condition of things 
which resulted in the breakdown of 
Bulgaria, while behind the navy was 
the blockade which crushed the life 
out of the central powers and made 
them sue for peace. 

GUARDED AVENUES OF TRADE. 

From 1914 to 1917, Sir Eric stated, 
the tenth cruiser squadron had kept 
under guard a stretch of sea 800. 
miles long, from the Orkneys to Ire- 
land, had intercepted 15,000 ships 
taking supplies to enemy countries. 
Although this work had been accom- 
plished for the most part in the dead 
of night or in bad Hght,.amid tem- 
pests and blizzards, less-than four 
per cent of the vessels succeeded in 
passing the lines of the blockade. 

The British navy, British sea pow- 
er, Sir Eric concluded, had been the 
pivot on which the fate, not only of 
‘the war, but of the world had turned.

AT CHRISTIANS’ EXPENSE. 


“This accumulation of wealth has 
been a part of the program of the 
committee to.enrich the Turks at 
the expense of the Christians, and 
was carried out especially in Smyr- 
nia and Constantinople. The conse- 
quence is that persong in Constanti- 
nople today are starving. It is not 
to be supposed, however, that Con- 
stantinople lacks anything. Food is 
plentiful, but the price is prohibitive. 
The committee by meang of requis- 
itioning from the Christians has con- 
centrated all the trade in the hands 
of Mohammedans. German officers 
had their share also in this plunder. 

“In the first days after the armis- 
tice, Germans and Austrians still 
crowded the capital. It ig estimated 
that there were at least 27,000 Ger- 
man soldiers in Turkey, though most. 
of these have been deported. Count 
von Bernstorff, the former German 
ambassador to the United States, left 
his post the day the armistice was 
signed. 

“Turkish ideas of desecration ran 
riot at this time. Christian semin- 
aries within and without the city 
were uprooted. The tombs of the 
British soldiers at Gallipoli recently 
had been desecrated in an abomin- 
able manner. 

“It seems, in fact, that the Turks, 
during the past four years, have done 
everything to outrage the feelings of 
the allies, and in that they have been 
ably seconded by’ the Germans.”

UNIVERSITY NOTES 


After being closed for seven weeks 
on account of the influenza, epidemic 
the University of ‘Alberta re-opened. 
on Friday morning, December ° 6th. 
Pembina Hall, which was ‘rented to 
the city as an emergency hospital, 


‘was vacated on- Wednesday, Novem- |: 


ber 27th, and since then ‘hag’ been 
thoroughly disinfected, cleaned and 
kalsomined, and is now ready for. oc- 
cupancy by the returning students. 
The residences are already filled to 
their utmost capacity and accommo- 
dation is being sought for students in 
houses near the University. 


The term's work, so unfortunately 
interrupted, will be resumed with 
greater vigor than before, and with 
a much increased enrollment. Many 
students who have been undergoing 
training at Canadjan bases, especial- 
ly in the Air and. Medical forces, 
have been released, and will soon be 
ready to take-up college work again. 
Some men from overseas also, who 
have been discharged, are returning 
their studies. Several 
students also, who were engaged 
during the summer and autumn in 
teaching and farm work, and who 
were unable to enter the University 
in October, finding that because of 
the general interruption, they will 
after all be able to make their year, 
are enrolling now, and will thus add 
to the number of students. Over 
twenty returned men have already 
registered for the special vocational 
courses in agriculture. It ig expect- 
ed that before the end of the year 
the men takin£ this course will num- 
ber between 50 and 60. 


In order to cope with the increase 
of work occasioned by these courses, 
several additions have been made to 
the staff of the Faculty of Agricul- 
ture. Captain Latimer, who was 
wounded in the famous engagement 
at Ypres and was a prisoner in Ger- 
many for over two yeass, returning 
to Canada last Spring, has been ap- 
pointed assistant professor in Ant- 
mal Husbandry. -Captain Latimer is 
a graduate of Ontario Agricultural 
College, Guelph. 

The old machine shop has been 
sheeted and equipped with forges, 
anvilg and all necessary tools, and 
here the returned men will learn 
blacksmithing under the direction of 
Mr. Cuthell, late of Glasgow, Scot- 
land. Two rooms in the Engincer- 
ing building have been: furnished 
with benches sufficient to accommo- 
date 24 students in carpentry. Mr. 
Hiron will be instructor in this sub- 
ject. Room 32 in the Arts building 
hag been fitted up for practice, in 
dairy work. Several local firms have 
loaned churns and separators for 
this purpose, and Mr. Christenson, of 
the Edmonton City Dairy staff, will 
give the instruction. The work in 
poultry will be carried on at the 
Provincial Poultry Farm, under the 
tuition of Mr. J. Shackleton, while 
farm machinery instruction will be 
given in the Engineering building by 
Mr. W. Thomson, manager of the 
University farm. Professors Cutler, 
Dowell and Harcourt will ag before 
conduct the classes in Field Husband- 
ry, Animal Husbandry and Horticul- 
ture respectively. For demonstration 
purposes in the last named sub- 
ject, a large new greenhouse is in 
course of construction, and another 
building ig being fitted up. that as 
much practical work as posible may 
be done even in the winter months, 
when outdoor work ig out of the ques 
tion. It ig hoped.that an instructor 
in Veterinary Science will also be 
appointed in the near future. 

Mr. Nelius Ronning, B.A., °18, who 
has just been discharged from the 
R.A.F., has accepted a position os 
the registrar's office. 

A meeting. of the Senate of the 
University of Alperta hag been called 
for Friday December 18th. At this 
meeting will be discussed any new 
courses that may be offered at the 
University. 

Mr. O. C. Edwards has loaned to 
the University of Alberta for exhib- 
ition purposes her unique and valu- 
able collection of Indian curios and 
craftsmanship. It ig hoped to have 
the whole or portions. of this collec- 
tion on exhibition from time to time, 
when the public will be cordially in- 
vited to attend. Thig is perhaps the 
most comprehensive collection in ex- 
istence of Indtan material repre- 
senting the proviuce of Alberta. Most 
of the articles could not be replaced 
as the native industries have unfor- 
tunstely cessed to e7ist. Mrs. Ed 
wards hag wlso loanea to the Tniver 
sity a large oil painting dated prob- 
ably from the 16th century and repre- 
stuting the Venetiun school. The 
subcet is GBibleat—the young chilu 
Mose3 in the arms of hig mother just 
after being drawn from the bul- 
rushes. 

The University of Alberta has been 
offered an interesting and valuable 
collection of aeroplanes and _  aero- 
plane equipment. The training 
schools of the R.A.F. in Canada are 
being demobilized and the Air Min- 
istry generously proposes to put the 
large amount of material gathered 
for. training Canadian pilots at the 
disposition of the Universities of 
Canada. The acceptance by the Uni- 
versity of this offer will provide val- 
uable equipment for the work of 
students in applied science ag well as 
furnishing to the general public an 
exhibit of highest interest in con- 
nection with the activities of the 
R.A.F. 

A long-felt want has been filled by 
the erection of a 40 foot flag pole 
over the Arts building. A new flag 
has been purchased and is now flying 
to celebrate the declaration of the 
armistice, over which all are rejoic- 
ing. 

The work of the Department of 
Extension, which has been practic-

PEACE BASED ON 
STERN JUSTICE 


DAY OF RECKONING HAS AR- 
RIVED AND GUILTY WILL HAVE 
TO PAY, SAYS SIR AUCK- 
LAND GEDDES. 


London, Dec.5.—Sir Auckland Ged- 
des, president of the local govérn- 
ment board and minister of national 
service, in a public address, said 
that the line of policy advocated by 
the coalition government was a 
peace, which so fac as the enemy 
powers were concerned, should be 
based on stern justice. and so Jur as 
those men who planned and started 
the war were concerned, should be 
founded on justice of the nature 
meted out in the?highest courte of 
he. land. Such men as the fornier: 
German emperor, Finver Pasna and 
the former rulers of Bulgaria and 
Austria would be placed on trial, and 
if found guilty their lives wouid be 
forfeited. 

GUILTY MUST STAND ‘TRiaL 

“Men guiiy cf uuspenkable utroc- 
ities upon swr prisoners and -‘ipen 
the civilian inhabitants of the .invad- 
ed lands,” he continued, “must stand 
trial, and if they are condemned, 
must suffer death.” 

It had to be proved. how far the 
commanders of submarines acted 
under orders, which they had _ to 
carry out under pain of deuath, or 
how far they acted: on their own 
volition, he pointed out, but if the 
atrocities gt sea were committed on 
the: volition of individual command- 
ers, he declared, they, too, must 
suffer the extreme penalty. 

“Today is the day of reckoning 
for our enemies,” said the minister 
“and they will have io pay to the 
uttermost farthing what it is possi- 
ble to bring out of them.”

Chicago, Dec. 6—While saddle 
horses and prize steers are receiv- 
ing much admiration at the Inter- 
national Stock exposition and horse 
fair, the once humble American hog 
is also there and in money value the 
‘swine exhibits are not far behind 
their more aristocratic companions. 
The cage of Johnny and Billy Turner 
of Dewitt, Iowa, illustrated the im- 
portance to which the hog industry 
has recently grown in the middle 
west. 

Johnny is 16 years old and Billy 
13 and the name of their firm is 
Turner Brothers. Four years ago 
their father gave them $25 to buy a 
bicycle, but they bought a sow and 
went'into the hog raising business 
instead. Today they have six hun- 
dred in their herd of Hampshires, 
valued at $25,000. They are exhibit- 
ing a prize boar at the show for 
which they refused an offer of $2,000.

never will be divulged fully, but the 
accuracy of the dafly reports have 
proved | one of! the surprising features 
‘of the war here. Very few submar- 
ines Jeft their bases unknown to the 
Allied | fleet ‘commanders. In’ addi- 
tion, the numbers. of the vessels, the 
duration of their cruises .and the 
locality in which they. were ordered 
to operate. were known din nearly 
every case. ° 

- Such information was known 
within a .day of the time the sub- 
marine left. It was transmitted to 
Allfed wireless _ stations which had 
means of. ‘checking - it up to a certain 
extent. * Wireless operators at sea 
and” ashore’ heard the submarines _re- 
porting in cade ~ to Germany every 
night. This was done so accurately 
that the submarine could be definite- 
ly located ag close as a mile, which 
is very close in the almost limitless 
expanse of the sea. 

‘This assisted the Allied anti-sub- 
marine patrols. They could keep 
the Germans on the move in waters 
they knew the U-boats were ordered 
to operate in and ‘did not waste time 
hunting where it was unlikely the 
prey was working.

ADDED:TO BRITISH 
FLEET REGENTLY 


NEW BATTLESHIPS ARE MON- 
8TERS AND CAPABLE OF A 
SPEED OF 35 KNOTS. 


London, Dec. 6—The names of 21 
additions to the British battleship 
squadron, which have joined the 
Grand Fleet since August, 1914, have 
been mentioned in wuewspaper arti- 


cles since the signing of the armis- 
tice, according to a resume : 


FOUR BIG SHIPS 


Aoday. 


Four of the vessels have been 
known as the “Hush” ships because 
of the secrecy surrounding their de- 
sign and construction. They are re- 
ported as the Republic, Courageous, 
Glorious and Frivolous. They are re- 
ported ag nearly 800 feet in length, 
and displace 30,000 tons each and to 
be capable of a speed of from 30 to 
35 knots. They were completed 
within a year. A combination of 
great speed and heavy armament on 
a@ comparatively Hght draught, per- 
mitted them to use the 
waters of the North Sea. 

The Emperor of India.and the Bom- 
bay, of the Iron Duke class (25,000 
tons), were two other of the vessels. 
They belong to the 1911-12 building 
programme. The Valiant, Warspite, 
the Malaya, and the Queen Elizabeth, 
all of which were in the programme 
of 1912-18, are also among the addi- 
tions.

SUPREME COURT OF ONTARIO 
GIVES OUT JUDGMENT. 


Sister Mary Basel Loses Her Case— 
Jury Votes for Her. 


Toronto, Dec. 6.—By a judge of 
the appellate branch of the Supreme 
Court of Ontario, today, Sister Mary 
Basel loses her case against the 
Roman Catholic Episcopal Corpora- 
tion of the diocese of Kingston, and 
the Sisters of Charity of the House 
of Providence, but the jury voted in 
her favor against Archbishop Spratt, 
Sister Mary Regis and Dr. Phelan. 

The court today, through Chief 
Justice Sir William Meredith, gave 
a finding sustaining the appeal of the 
two corporate bodies against the 
jury verdict, but dismissing the ap- 
pealg of the individual defendants-~in 
the case. In general terms the judg- 
‘ment declared that .the corporate 
bodies in question were not respons- 
ible for their respective acts in this 
matter. The verdict of the jury gave 
the sister $20,000 damages as against 
the archbishop, Sister’ Mary Regis, 
mother superior, the:. diocese and 
Sisters of Charity, and $4,000 as 
against Dr. Phelan, in connection 
with the forcible removal of Sister 
Mary from the Sisters of Charity 
institution.

COAST TO COAST HIGHWAYS. 


Ottawa, Dec. 6. — Coast-to-coast 
highway connection for Canada is 
the ultimate aim of A. W. Campbell, 
who hag been appointed to submit to 
the government a policy of federal 
aid to the various provinceg in the 
matter of better roads. 

Talking over his appointment, Mr. 
Campbell said that any policy adopt- 
ed by the government would deal 
with transportation by land on a very 
broad national basis. - At present, 
Mr. Campbell remarked, it is impos- 
sible to drive from Quebec to New 
Brunswick without crossing to the 
United States and travelling on their 
roads. 

He would aim to overcome _ this 
disadvantage by having at the out- 
set a definite Dominion-wide plan of 
building highways. Linked up, Can- 
ada would have a great highway from 
Halifax to Vancouver, which might 
be used throughout the year, and 
over which all kinds of vehicular 
traffic could pass.

“If we arg permitted to attend the 
conference, I presume it will be 
Merely to receive its mandates, 
though we trust it will be heard. 
However, so far we have no inten- 
tion as to when we shall attend or 
the conditions attached to our atten- 
dance. , 

“It is to be hoped that the confer- 
ence will arrive at a solution satis- 
factory to all the new republics of 
the empire, so that we may be able 
to live peacefully in the future. We 
feel that the Americans surely will 
be fair. It would be advisable for 
the allies to send their groups of 
statesmen and business men to look 
into conditions before trying to set- 
(fle matters. Outsiders might find a 
solution of the difficulties which we 
ourselves have been unable to find. 

“You may say that the Austrian re- 
public certainly wants no more wars 
and has no ambition other than to 
live. 

“The present separation of the 
peoples of the empire is the last 
stage in the dissolution of what never 
really wag an empire, but groups cf 
people demanding freedom. 


YHE PERPLAXING PROBLEM. 


“It will be difficult fcr us to reform 
a new union in order to suve  our- 


selves from commeretal rnin. It will] * 


be more difficult to live rlone, cach 
republic for itse:t. But ff the allies 
do not find a solution, seedg of new 
wars will be sown, say by Italy tak- 
ing the German Tyrol or by the 
Czechg taking the richest part of the 
empire, namely, the German gepeak- 
ing territory in which are Liekarbad, 
Brux and other ceniers.” 

Dr. Klein said tbat free 
among the new republics of the em- 


pire was the first essential to peace 
and prosperity. 

“There are but two eventualities 
for us,” he added, “either to join the 
north German states or vlse havea the 
territory desired by the Czechs with 
the possibility of forming later a 
commercial federation with the other 
republicg of the empire.”
